I spent a fair amount of tine with anti-Castro ^ubana and ^*ubans who came to this countfy 
prior to Castro's victory and, as it nay be difficult for Americans to understand how the 
Bosch mindjf works, it was difficult for me to under^itand all but a couple of these people 
because their minds worked like Basch's.With very few exceptions they all appear to be 
nuts to us a:.cept, perhaps, to thdee toericans with political sympathy for tlien. The 
lawyer -t^l Martin, on Garrison* s staff and who still had an accept, took me one night to 
visit one whose name I've forgotten and who wotked in th4 O^chsner hospital and who spoke 
as ^sch does. \/hen they talked about Carlos -^^ringuier they eef erred to him as "el eatupides. 
A'iaryin explained to me thiit this did not mean "stupid." it me. jis "the stupidity." Nutty as 
many of the others were, tliey had this opinion of Bringuier. Most considered the insignifi- 
cant gestures they made were important in their opposition to Castro and except for align- 
ment with the radical right, which enlarged the audience that heard them, it was all en- 
tirely futile and really meaninglesis. But not to then. Bosch differed in being able to bhk 
cause more damage buS the added hurt for which he is responsible was and is without any 
real significance. Except to him and those who think as he does and did. Their internecine 
warfare, which began almost as soon as thc*y wore in this country, wiped many of them out. 

•'■n their political diff jr*^ces tliey certainly did more harm to themselves tlian they did to 
Castro, and the other violence from then was great. Slfjose who'd been trained by the Cla 
ussd that training and, on occasion, some of the explosives they had not use ^hlB .CIA 
andhad kept.
